WASHINGTON, Sept. 2">.—The storm of 


disapproval occasioned by the naming 
of the old Appomattox post onicc "Sur- 
render" has placed the post office olli- 
eials on the offensive. 
When the post- 


master general approved of the change 
of name he snw nothing wrong in the 
new designation of the historical spot, 
but now that the unanimous opinion 
of ex-confederates has been expressed 
that the new name is intended to dis- 
grace the people of Virginia and the 
south, it is realized that some one else 
had better be held responsible. As- 
sistant Postmaster General Maxwell 
Monday scntjfor the papers in this fa- 
inons ease and they told the story.

Speaking of the black Friday episode 


a banker says: 
"Ha few men of wealth could thus 


control the specie of our country, and 
at a time when silver was money as 
truly us was gold, what could the men 
of Wall street do to enrich themselves 
by making money scarce and dear if 
the gold clique of the present day suc- 
ceeds in keeping the mints of the 
United Stales closed to silver?"

It is bad enough to suffer from the 
steady shrinkage of values under the 
bingle gold standard, but it would be 
an unspeakable "calamity if the specu- 
lators should corner all the gold in the 
country and mak« every dollar of it 
appreciate ten times more rapidly than 
is the case now.
